After such time 
on the same day, proposals will be publicly opened and the names of the respondents 
announced. 
 
Proposals will be opened at 2:00 PM (local time) on July 8, 2010, in the Purchasing Department 
Bid Room, Purchasing Department, 1772 County Services Parkway, Marietta, Georgia 30008. 
 
The Cobb County Water System intends to select a consulting firm to provide engineering 
services related to the design and construction of a Biosolids Receiving Station at the R.L. Sutton 
Water Reclamation Facility in southeastern Cobb County.  The Biosolids Receiving Station will 
provide the means to introduce dewatered sewage biosolids, received via truck delivery from off-
site sources, to the fluidized bed incineration system at the Sutton WRF.  The consulting services 
will also include construction management and inspection services.
